Engineering Society Heard 
Two Paoers Last 
Night 

COPPER DISCUSSED 

•"Flow Meters" and "The Tteatment 
of Copper Ores at Noranda" were the 
subjects of address of Mr. W. 
Thompson and J. Rayer at the En- 
gineering institute .of Canada. Mr. 
Thompson, the first speaker, a grad- 
uate of University of Toronto and an 
Engineer of the Bailey Meter Company 
spoke on "Flow Meters." J. Boyer who 
is in his last year of Metallurgy and 
worked at Noranda Mines during the 
summer, ..then; addressed 
on tlie*'Refining oi ;coppa^bie.'^ 

"The subject of Meters," stated Mr. 
nionipGon, "covers a very. large field 
but can be oondeosed to two import- 
ant factors. Fh^t the accurate con- 
trol of the measurement of the fluid, 
and second, the , cost of Installation. 
The fluid , raietw can be devided into 
the lu^maty .po^^^^^ 
then the'secondiuy .port, or.the'trans- 
formation of thé movement to a read- 
able result. ■ 

The contact point does not vary 
much but great care must be taken in 
its installation; due to many physical 
factors which are liable to cause dis- 
crepancies, in, measurement. The 
methods of transforming movement to 
measurement ate many and varied, 
lliey are now so constructed, usbig the 
hyperbolical . displacemant, to record 
the square root of a function in the re- 
lation of flow and pressure. Wlien 
first invented, the fluid matter was 
thought only applicable to water but 
now is being used to record the flow of 
gases and oiis' and their direct rela- 
tions, in certain cases. 

Antomailo Contnri 
Tlic most lmi)ortant development of 
this tosteumentjiecently. has been Its 
numeraw^S^iwtlbns to automatic 
control of machines. 

"Only 3% of the ore smelted for 
copper is copper," stated Mr. Royer. 
The copper ore goes , under seven 
metallurgictd; treatments out of which 
it comes about WJS^ pure. Five of 
these processes , take, place at Noiranda 
and tvai when the metal is shipped to 
Montreal. 

, ImpuriUes Present 
The impurities; consisting of sulphur 
earth' m~êtals,~and iron, have so many 
Iieculiar properties as to necessitate 
this' complicated treatment. The first 
proce£s is the grinding. The grinding 
consists of a system tliat changes four 
foot lumps to<chips the size of a tliird 
of an inch. The next proceiss is one 
of roasting. Here much of the sulphur 
is . burned' to suiphiu* dioxide. That is, 
about . 60%'^ of ^he sulphur is elimlnat- 
edi -The ore is then sent through a 
system where the , earths are taken out 
by a purely iphysical process. 

Great . -Jieat ; turns the m^^^^ 
molteiistat'é and the differenraW^S^' 
sltles of the earths and metals, is used 
to separate them. The iron and cop- 
per sulphides are again turned into a 
molten state and all the impurities are 
finally eliminated by a .combined pro- 
cess of the. last, two In the converters. 
A large percent of oxygen Is dissolved 
in this copper and must be eliminated 
The copper is then cast into plates 
which are shipped to Montreal. There 
,they . undergo ah electrical depositing 
process arid are separated from the 
inipuritles of gold 'and silver. The cop- 
per is ;now obtolned about 90.8%.
